Reports For Times 
A 1925 graduate of Columbia 
University, Kuhn served his jour- 
nalistic apprenticeship as a re- 
porter on the New York Times 
from 1925 to 1928. In 1928, Kuhn 
was assigned to the London staff 
of the Times, eventually becoming 
their chief London correspondent. 

In 1939, he was recalled from 
London to become an editorial 
and special writer on the Times. 

Soon after his return, Columbia 
University awarded Kuhn a medal 
for distinguished service. 

Kuhn left the Times to become 
an assistant to the Secretary of 
the Treasury in 1940. Three years 
later he was appointed deputy di- 
rector, Office of War Information 
(Overseas Branch) and chief of 
Its British* Division. The Depart- 
ment of State beckoned in 1945 
and he became the director of it« 
international information service. 

Author Of Two Books 
Since 1946 he has been a staff 
writer on foreign affairs for the 
Washington Post. In his spare 
time Mr. Kuhn has contributed 
to two books — ‘‘We Saw It Hap- 
pen,” 1938 and “Days of Decision,” 

1941. He just recently completed 
a series on the Middle East for 
the Post.

Be it resolved: 

(1) That Title I, Article III, 
Section A, of the Articles of Stu- 
dent Government be amended to 
add Paragraph 12 as follows: 

“One Representative from each 
of the separate schools and col- 
leges of the University." (Adds 
eight new' members to Student 
Council, one representative from 
each school and college). 

(2) That Title I, Article III, 
Section A, Paragraph 4 be amend- 
ed . as follows : Delete the word 
“(non-voting)” (gives comptroller 
power to vote) 

(3) That Title I, Article II, Sec- 
tion B, Paragraph 2 be amended 
to read as follows: ‘The duties of 
the Vice-President shall be to act 
as presiding officer in the ab- 
sence of the President, and to act 
as assistant to the President in 
seeing that the duties of the Coun- 
cil and its members are performed 
as herein described. He shall also

special referendum. 

Results of the Referendum will 
be announced on the SC Bulletin 
Board in front of the Student 
Union and over the PA system. 

The objective of the proposed 
amendments is stated as follows: 
It being the stated belief of the 
Student Council that in order to 
encourage wider faculty and stu- 
dent support of school events, the 
activities and interests of the sep- 
arate schools and colleges of the 
University must be drawn to- 
gether in support of each other. 

Hence, there are herewith set 
forth, among others, the ponstitu- 
tional amendments necessary for 
the Student Council to broaden 
and diversify its membership, 
without destroying the present 
functional core of Student Gov- 
ernment, yet effectjftf&Iy linking

Last year, Kline, associate pro- 
fessor of art at the University and 
president of the Washington Sculp- 
tors Group, received first prize in 
sculpture in the 59th annual ex- 
hibition of the Society of Wash- 
ington Artists. He has participated 
in this exhibition and the annual 
area exhibition of the Corcoran 
Gallery of Art for the last three 
years. This year he has also par- 
ticipated in the exhibition of the 
Washington Sculptors Group, 
Richmond Museum of Fine Arts. 

After receiving a Bachelor of 
Architecture from the University 
in 1927, Kline studied abroad, re- 
ceiving a graduate diploma in 
architecture from Ecole des Beaux 
Arts, Fontainebleau, France. Later 
he was awarded a Master of Fine 
Arts from the Catholic University 
of America. A member of the Uni- 
versity faculty since 1928, he has 
also served as assistant professor 
of architecture, dnd is a member 
of the Washington Society of 
Artists. 

Also majoring in architecture, 
McAdams received a Bachelor of 
Arts degree from the University. 
After studying at the Royal 
Academy in Stockholm, Sweden, 
and the Corcoran School of Art, 
he received a Master of Fine Arts 
from Indiana University.

McAdams is a member of the 
Washington Society of Artists 
and the Washington Artists Guild, 
and is employed by the Depart- 
ment of State as a graphic de- 
signer. He graduated from the 
Corcoran School of Art in 1942. 
He has taught design at the Uni- 
versity, the Corcoran School of 
Art, and the University of Minne- 
sota. 

He has previously exhibited In 
the Whyte Gallery of Washington 
and in shows at the University of 
Minnesota and Indiana University. 
He won second water color prize 
in 1950 in the regional show at 
the Corcoran Gallery of Art, and 
first prize in oil in the 1942 stu- 
dent exhibition at the Corcoran 
School of Art.
